AHS teacher recognized for recycling

School teacher Nancy Bobskill on a recent Friday 

morning as she oversaw a group of students from her 
environmental science class — wearing bright green t-shirts 
— maneuver large wheeled barrels throughout the school to 
collect materials from blue recycling bins. 

Teaching students about the benefits — and the importance 
— of recycling to protect the environment is more than just a 
job for Bobskill; it’s a lifelong passion. 

“T consider myself very lucky to have a position teaching 
environmental science because I can incorporate my enthu- 
siasm for reducing waste and improving the environment,” 
she said. 

The Agawam resident has been dedicated to recycling and 
environmental issues ever since she was a child. 

“My father instilled that passion in me. We collected met- 
al, cans, and bottles and hauled them to recycling centers 
long before recycling was a household word,’ she said. 

That recycling commitment now extends into the class- 
room and beyond. The weekly Friday recycling collection is 
just one of several recycling and waste reduction programs 
at the school that Bobskill helped to implement and has vol- 
untarily overseen since 2007. The former registered dietician 
has taught at AHS for the past six years.

Advocating for increased recycling 

During the past four years, Bobskill’s work to motivate 
and advocate for new programs to recycle and reduce waste 
within the school earned her special honors this month. 

During an America Recycles Day celebration hosted by 
the Springfield Materials Recycling Facility (MRF) on Nov. 
16, Bobskill was one of three people who received Outstand- 
ing Recycler of the Year awards. Awards are presented an- 
nually to individuals, businesses, or organizations that have 
made contributions toward increasing recycling within their 
community. 

MRF is owned by the Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection. (See sidebar for more information.) 

Tracy DeMaio, solid waste and storm water coordinator 
for Agawam Department of Public Works, is a member of 
the MRF Advisory Board. Since 2002, she has nominated 
Agawam custodians, the Agawam Middle School, and for- 
mer Superintendent Dr. Mary Czajkowski. 

“Like Nancy, they all received the award — and rightfully 
so, because they definitely deserved recognition,” she said. 
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Nancy Bobskill, an Agawam High School science 
teacher, was one of three recipients of an Out- 
standing Recycler of the Year award presented 
on Nov. 16 by the Springfield Materials Recy- 
cling Facility Advisory Board. She was honored 
for her recycling achievements at the school. 


DeMaio added that when she makes nominations she 
looks for people or groups that have been supporters and 
advocates for implementing new and exciting recycling and 
waste reduction programs throughout the town. 

“Nancy is the only teacher among this year’s award recipi- 
ents and I was very excited and proud when I learned that she 
would receive an award for her recycling programs,” said 
DeMaio. “It was a pleasure to nominate Nancy on behalf of 
the town and recognize her as a role model for staff, students, 
and parents.”

Council approves ‘in lieu 


of tax’ agreement

AGAWAM — A majority of city councilors approved an 
“in lieu of tax” agreement with Rivermoor-Citizens, LLC, 
which plan to install two solar panel parks and sell energy 
credits to the Hood milk factory as well as to the town at a 
discounted rate. 

The agreement did not come without a lot of questions, 
criticisms, and comments from city councilors, however. 
The mayor, several residents and town officials, and seven 
councilors spoke in favor of the proposal, ultimately leading 
to its passage. 

Council President Donald Rheault made a rare motion 
himself to attempt to table the discussion so councilors had 
more time to review the positives and negatives of the pro- 
posal. 

That motion was seconded by Council Vice President 
Robert Rossi, but turned town by the rest of the council. 

Councilor Jill Mes- 
sick, who is also a

Rivermoor for several 
months and_ believes 
their proposal is in 
the best interest of the 
town. Councilor James 
Cichetti agreed, and 
added that there was 
consensus among the 
residents who spoke, 
along with endorsements from Mayor Richard A. Cohen and 
Town Assessor Kevin Baldini. 

But Councilor Dennis Perry was very concerned about the 
prospect of entering into a 25-year pact with Rivermoor to 
charge them only $5,000 in property taxes for one property 
and $8,000 on another. One property is located at 365 Main 
St. while the other is at 912 Shoemaker Lane. Both parcels 
are completely undevelopable and Messick said there is no 
other use for the land. 

“T have walked both pieces of property,” said Messick. 
“They are worthless and the town cannot do anything with 
them.” 

Rossi expressed displeasure over the lack of council in- 
volvement in the process saying they were given a lot of in- 
formation and were being expected to render a decision on 
the tax agreement in one night. 

“T have really been wrestling with this,” he said. “But I 
do not believe Hood will go out of business if they do not 
receive energy credits and I’m not sure the town should be 
giving up its right to collect taxes on the property in lieu of an 
agreement for a set amount and the energy credits.”

Agawam author launches 


first book of series

One local author launched his new book, the first volume 
in a projected fantasy-and-adventure saga, by hosting fes- 
tivities recently in West Springfield on Nov. 16. 

The opening sentences of that book set its otherworldly 
tone: “The sword came crashing down with such force that it 
shook Nina’s balance, knocking her to her knees. She pulled 
her head up to see a massive gargoyle hovering over her.” 

Yet troubles much more every than wicked gargoyles had 
delayed the launch party, which had first been scheduled for 
two weeks prior. It was, of course, postponed due to the Hal- 
loween snowstorm and the corresponding outages that fol- 
lowed. 

Last Wednesday evening, though the weather was again 
miserable and may well have limited attendance, the atmo- 
sphere inside the Storrowtown Tavern and Carriage House 
was full of sunshine. 

Donald Calvanese grew up in Longmeadow and was 
formerly an instructor at Mount Holyoke College in South 
Hadley. He now resides with his wife, Michele, and their 
daughter, Alivia, in Feeding Hills. In celebrating the launch 
of “Carcium: The Conflict Begins,” he was marking an event 
obviously of great importance to him, and marking in a sense 
his commitment to female empowerment. 

He spoke of his niece, Nina, as inspiration for one of the 
book’s protagonists, and of his daughter Alivia (who is near- 
ing the age of 5) as another inspiration for the strong femi- 
nine characters in the fantasy. The princesses in the land of 
Phygeria are better fighters than the princes, a fact of great 
import when the Kingdom of Carcium is assailed by the 
forces of evil. 

When asked whether he thought this book, and the series 
it kicks off, is primed to become the next “Twilight” fran- 
chise, Calvanese upped that ante: “It has a chance to be the 
next “Lord of the Rings,’” he said, a reference to a trilogy by 
J.R.R. Tolkien published by Geo. Allen and Unwin in 1954 
and 1955. This is quite an optimistic comparison: “Lord of 
the Rings” has sold at least 150 million copies worldwide 
since publication. Though novels with dragons and sword- 
play are quite common, Tolkien’s combination of critical 
and popular success is extraordinary. 

Calvanese told the audience that his book distinguishes it-

Insurance may 
cover food losses 


To the editor: 


Readers who have homeowner’s or rent- 
er’s insurance might not be aware that some 
companies cover spoilage of food and medi- 
cine resulting from power outages. Some 


insurance carriers cover these losses in 
full, while others cover them subject to 
the policy’s deductible. There is still plen- 
ty of time to submit a claim since most 
companies have liberal reporting periods. 
It’s advisable for insureds to check with 
their agent, and not directly with the in- 
surance company, to see if the loss is 
covered. If the insured calls the insurance 
company directly, there’s a risk of hav- 
ing the inquiry placed on his or her record, 
even if no payment is made to the insured. 
Also, those receiving food stamps should 
notify the office that issues the stamps. I 
know one person who did and she was 
granted an extra month’s allotment of 
food stamps because her food spoiled.

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Council approves resolution for storm cleanup 


Cost estimated at $2.35 million

AGAWAM — The City Council unanimously approved 
the spending of up to $2.35 million to cover the costs of the 
cleanup from the Oct. 29 snowstorm that stripped most of 
the town of power for up to a week. 

The town should be able to recuperate up to 75 percent of 
the amount that it will have to spend on the independent con- 
tractor that will be going from street to street in town pick- 
ing tree branches, limbs, and other debris left by residents at

street-side by the storm. 

But there is no guarantee the town will receive the re- 
imbursement from the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), which caused councilors to question the 
numbers that were presented by Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Christopher Golba. 

Estimates by the DPW indicate there is a total of 50,000 
cubic yards of debris. Golba told councilors there could be 
more. 

The estimated cost of the removal is $31 per cubic yard 
with an estimated total of $1,550,000. There is also a charge 
of debris monitoring totaling $261,750 and a 10 percent con- 
tingency for $200,675. 

Councilor Robert Rossi queried Golba as to whether the 
DPW could handle the situation itself and if there was a 
cheaper means of disposal than the option presented. 

“Isn’t there a way for the DPW to just peck away at this 
and rent equipment to chip the branches,” Rossi asked. 

Golba said the DPW simply does not have the manpower. 

“We do not have a sufficient number of employees and it 
would take too much time to accomplish,” he said. 

The reality is that winter is just a few short weeks away 
and debris needs to be removed as quickly as possible, Golba 
said, adding most of the DPW trucks have the capacity of 
just eight cubic yards. Since the storm three weeks ago, the 
DPW has removed approximately 8,000 cubic yards. 

Rossi also questioned whether a bidding process would 
lower the potential costs. 

“Going out to bid would take at least two to three weeks 
even if we accelerate the process,” said Golba. 

Councilors George Bitzas and Robert Magovern both 
questioned why there is a monitoring cost associated with 
the work. Golba said the monitoring component is very 1m- 
portant to getting reimbursement from FEMA. 

Golba said debris will be taken to Tuckahoe Farm in Aga- 
wam. 

Councilors Dennis Perry, Gina Letellier, and President 
Donald Rheault all asked Town Treasurer/Collector Laurel 
Placzek about the accounting practices being employed for 
the $2.35 million because the resolution did not state where 
the money would come from. 

Placzek was vague with the account from which the mon- 
ey would be taken, stating it would simply come from “cash 
on hand” or “available funds.” Perry asked why, account- 
ing-wise, the money did not come from the town’s free cash 
fund. 

He and Letellier also questioned whether the town could 
afford to pay for the debris removal and manage the town’s

other operational costs in the event that FEMA does not give 
the 75 percent reimbursement, or it takes several months to 
get the funds. 

Placzek reiterated that the town has collected a large 
amount of tax money and has received part of the state aid 
for the year and would be able to handle the costs. 

“TI would have preferred to use free cash,” said Perry. “It 
makes for free and clear accountability of this.” 

Placzek said the funds would be paid for with “cash on 
hand” and the specific location of the funds Agawam must 
expend themselves would resolved by the end of the fiscal 
year. 

Rheault said he was also concerned with what happens to 
the town’s free cash, which has been used to help balance the 
budget and keep the tax rate down for the past few years. 

“What happens to our free cash if FEMA does not reim- 
burse us,” he asked. 

While seeing concerns with the finances, both Magovern 
and Councilor John Walsh made similar comments about the 
debris being a public safety hazard and said the resolution 
must be approved so the clean-up could happen before the 
winter begins. 

“T was out and there is debris on the side of the road and 
people are having trouble turning out of their streets,” said 
Walsh. “We’re talking about a lot of semantics and this (the 
debris) has to be cleared up. It’s a safety issue.”

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that include implementing beverage con- 
tainer recycling in the cafeteria; initiating a 
“You’ve Been Caught” campaign that allows 
faculty to recognize students who are be- 
ing environmentally responsible throughout 
the school and school grounds; and install- 
ing seven recycling centers throughout the 
school in high traffic areas to allow students 
to sort trash, beverage containers, and paper 
in hallways as well as in classrooms and the 
cafeteria. 

Perhaps the most influential and far-reach- 
ing change made by Bobskill was to involve 
her environmental science class in recycling 
and solid waste reduction activities at the 
high school. 

Following their Friday collections, the 
class weighs and records recycled quanti- 
ties, posting their data in a front lobby dis- 
play case. 

“This chart allows students and faculty to 
monitor their success throughout the year so 
they can track how much savings they gen- 
erate by recycling,’ said Bobskill, who also 
teaches horticulture. 


Inspiring environmental responsibility 

While recycling is mandatory throughout 
the country, Bobskill is motivating students 
to find plenty of other ways to make positive 
changes to the environment. 

“Mrs. Bobskill has helped me to become 
more conscious of my resources, to bet- 
ter appreciate everything in nature, and to 
spread my knowledge of the environment to 
others,” said senior Lauren Osborne. 

Added senior Alyssa Meade, “Through 
Mrs. Bobskill’s teaching, I have a better un- 
derstanding of how much humans impact the 
environment. She taught me and others how 
to properly recycle and how to care for our 
Earth.” 

Bobskill also was among several Massa- 
chusetts teachers honored by the state Of- 
fice of Energy and Environmental Affairs 
in 2010. She and retired AHS math teacher 
Patrice Bertone-Gross took top honors for 
a program called “Students Against Violat- 
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ing the Environment.” The program taught 
students about macro invertebrate testing in 
Robinson State Park streams. These small 
aquatic insects, worms, clams, snails, and 
crustaceans are sensitive to environmental 
impacts, so they are often used to assess wa- 
ter quality. 


Impressive recycling program 

One of the first recycling programs Bob- 
skill implemented was a locker clean out that 
has become a bi-annual activity. Students in 
her environmental science class monitor the 
clean out and sort material into recycle bins. 

The amount of material captured for re- 
cycling and reuse during last year’s end- 
of-school-year clean out was impressive. 
Among the reusable items collected: 1 1/2 
tons of paper; 609 three-ring binders; 990 
binder dividers; 202 notebooks; 161 plastic 
page protectors; and 30 inches of lined paper 
removed from binders. 

AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said Bob- 
skill and her students have not only collected 
mountains of materials during the locker 
clean out, but they have also doubled the 
amount of recyclable and reusable items col- 
lected weekly. 

“Tt’s quite an accomplishment,” said Le- 
manski. “Nancy’s biggest success, however, 
has been to inspire many students and staff 
at AHS to do the right thing for our environ- 
ment by recycling and using less energy. Her 
enthusiasm and determination have reduced 
the environmental impact a school with 
1,500 people will have on our world. Nancy 
is like the Energizer Bunny, except she uses 
solar power, not battery power.” 

Teaching students to be environmentally 
responsible has long-lasting benefits, said 
Bobskill. “Students are in school 180 days 
a year, so it’s important for schools to model 
and teach responsible behaviors. Teaching 
about energy efficiency and waste reduction 
encourages students to be responsible envi- 
ronmental stewards. We want them to under- 
stand that caring for our planet is everyone’s 
responsibility.” 


Facts about the 
importance of recycling 


The Springfield Materials Recycling 
Facility Advisory Board, a recycling 
organization in Western Massachusetts, 
exists to promote recycling and to ad- 
vise the state Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) and the Ma- 
terials Recycling Facility (MRF) about 
enhancing and sustaining recycling in 
the region as well as striving to commu- 
nicate the importance of recycling. 

The Western Massachusetts Regional 
Recycling Program encompasses more 
than 74 communities in the four west- 
ern counties of the state. The corner- 
stone of the program is the 200-plus ton 
per day DEP-owned MRF that opened 
in January 1990. 

Here are some facts about recycling 
from the MRF website. For more infor- 
mation, visit www.springfieldmrf.org. 


Aluminum 

e Aluminum can be recycled using 5 
percent of the energy used to make the 
original product. 

¢ Recycling a single aluminum can 
saves enough energy to run a television 
or computer for three hours. 

e Americans throw away enough alu- 
minum every three months to rebuild 
our entire commercial air fleet. 

e Using recycled aluminum instead of 
virgin materials decreases water and air 
pollution and energy use by 95 percent. 


Glass 

e Recycling one glass bottle saves 
enough energy to light a 100-watt light 
bulb for four hours. 

e In the coming decade, Americans 
are projected to throw away more than 
11 million tons of glass bottles and 
jars. 


Plastics 
e Americans throw away enough 
plastic bottles each year to circle the 
earth four times. 
e Five recycled plastic bottles make 
enough fiberfill to stuff a ski jacket. 


Steel 

e Every ton of recycled steel saves 
2,500 pounds of iron ore, 1,400 pounds 
of coal, and 120 pounds of limestone. 

e Enough energy is saved each year 
by recycling steel to supply Los Ange- 
les with electricity for almost 10 years. 

e The steel industry recycles nearly 
19 billion steel cans into new products 
each year -- about 600 cans recycled ev- 
ery second. 


Paper 

¢ A 12-foot high wall could be built 
from New York City to Los Angeles 
with all of the office and writing paper 
thrown out in the U.S. each year. 

¢ Recycling one ton of paper saves 17 
trees. 

e Every Sunday, the U.S. wastes near- 
ly 90 percent of all recyclable newspa- 
pers. This wastes about 500,000 trees. 

e One tree can filter up to 60 pounds 
of pollutants from the air each year. 


Junk mail 

e Americans receive almost 4.5 mil- 
lion tons of junk mail per year. 

e About 44 percent of junk mail is 
never opened. 

e The average person gets 1.5 per- 
sonal letters per week compared to 10.8 
pieces of junk mail. 

e Approximately 40 percent of the 
solid waste mass that makes up our 
landfills is paper and cardboard.

Rossi said he would be amenable to a 
contract of lesser terms. Perry, who voted 
against the agreements, said the length of the 
contract was his biggest issue. 

“T don’t think any of the councilors are 
against solar energy and helping people save 
on energy costs and helping the environ- 
ment,” said Perry. “But I’m not in favor of the 
25 years or the ‘in lieu of tax’ agreement.” 

The council moved into “committee-as- 
a-whole,” a procedural move that allows 
various parties to be heard in a council dis- 
cussion. The process brought out a resident, 
Mike Del Negro, who was watching on tele- 
vision at home and came out to the council 
meeting to be heard. 

He said he was in favor of the solar en- 
ergy concept, but encouraged councilors 
to be wary of the tax agreement. He asked 
that panels not be above the 40-foot height 
requirement. 
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The finance subcommittee did not make a 
recommendation on the proposal after meet- 
ing on the subject last Wednesday night. 
Councilor John Walsh, the chairman of the 
subcommittee, said there was not enough in- 
formation presented at their meeting to make 
a recommendation. Walsh ultimately voted 
in favor of the agreements. 

The agreement will net the town approxi- 
mately $30,000 to $40,000 per year in en- 
ergy savings. Hood will also realize energy 
savings in their deal with Rivermoor. Hood’s 
deal was contingent on the tax agreement 
made between Rivermoor and the town. The 
tax agreement was necessary for Rivermoor 
to come and do business in Agawam. 

As a result, Rivermoor will be eligible 
for federal tax credits under an act that is in 
place for 2011. If the tax agreement was not 
approved by the end of the year, Rivermoor 
would not be able to get the federal tax cred- 
its and would have withdrawn from the proj- 
ect in Agawam.
